IVIany More Bodies Taken from 
the Workings of Number 
Six Shaft. 



Some Are So Disfigured That 
Iruientificatibn Is Very 
Difficult. 



The Streets of the Little Mining 
Town Present Sad 
Sights. 



Cumberland, Feb. 20. — The day begnn 
horo -with funerals. At 8 o'clock n 
solemn little procession left the fire hall, 
where the coffined bodies have been ly- 
ing, nnd slowly wended its way in the 
thickly-falling enow to the Cumberland 
cemetery, about two miles from the 
town. First came a cutter -with Rev. 
Sir. Dodds. Presbyterian minister, and 
then the hearse, its wheels blocked with 
enow, carrying tho coffin with its single 
wreath or token of sympathy from Mrs. 
Mathews. Beside walked six pnll-bear- 
ers, all Orangemen, one being P. Stod- 
dart, a former resident of Victoria. The 
hearse was followed by another little 
group of Orangemen nnd a double sleigh 
closed the cortege. Thus was Daniel 
Mwlnnos, miner and Orangeman, carried 
to the earth which had already received 
his wife and son. 

The hearse bad just returned, when an- 
other funeral started at a.m., and 
headed by Joichi Yano, their missionary, 
some thirty or more Japanese followed 
Mclnnes' helper to the Japanese ceme- 
tery, nearer the town thnt the Cumber- 
land cemetery. The-coffin, which was 
covered with imitation paper flowers, rut 
by th" .Japanese, was lowered into the 
grave, and then tho procession returned 
to town, and again the Japanese and 
their missionary marched out to the 
cemetery with the body of Davis' help- 
er, anotlier of their countrymen. Ichijoro 
Konoshitn and Mnra were thus laid at 
Test. Mura, was married, nnd his little 
Japanese wife, who has been lingering 
around the pit -head for several days 
past, was the chief mourner. 

Little wan done here through the early 
morning hours, as the engineers nnd 
mine managers had decided to put more 
water in No. 0, nnd at 1 a.m. the 
2 o'clock shift enmp up and the work of 
removing the cave, which, an told last 
night, was obstructing progress, was 
suspended until later in the morning. 
Tho brattices hnvo carried the air past 
the stalls and crosscuts of several oth- 
ers of those below, but their workings as 
yet have to be entered. At 2:30 more 
water was turned Into No. 0, and was 
left running until n.bout noon. 

ANOTHER FUNERAL. 

At 1 o'clock this nfternoon the crowd 
again assembled at the fire hall, nnd all 
that is mortal of David W. Davis was 
reverently carried to the hearse by his 
fellow- Welshmen. The funeral was well 
attended and before the cortege pro- 
ceeded down Dunsmnir nvenne from 
First avenue, which divides the two 
towns, an open air service was held. The 
scene was most impressive. There, 
standing with bowed heads, surrounded 
by the crowd, were the group of Welsh- 
men nnd several women, nnd a.t their 
leader's signal, there suddenly arose the 
cadenced notes of a Welsh hymn, a 
strangely modulated chant, sung in the 
language of Wales. Behind the crowd 
were the fluttering hnl f-mn.sled flags on 
the fire hall and the store where former 
Finance Minister Uyder was located nnd 
in front of Mr. O. W. Clinton's house 
the Stars and Stripes were lowered, be 
being the United States consul here. Tho 
short, service was ended by a prayer 
Trom Rev. Mr. Dodds. and the Welsh- 
men tramped through the now thawing 
snow to the cemetery, where moTO hymns 
were sung and prayers said, before 
David Davis was. consigned to mother 
earth. TTo leaves a wife and large fam- 
ily, from whom he was separated in Penn- 
sylvania,. At two, the double funeral of 
fjim and Chi Tan was held, their re- 
mains being carried to the Chinese 
cemetery. Some difficulty had been ex- 
perienced in getting the Chinese to dig 
:i grave nt the new, year time, but at 
length they steeled themselves to brave 
jropoTstifion and dug a grave. Unlike 
the usna,l Chinese funeral, thee were no 
papers with holes for the devil to craw] 
through, the Chinese concluding that it 
wus too Into when the Chinese wi>re 
taken out to tight the devil awnv. The 
Inst of to-day's funeral was that of Oji 
Do Oktdane. a Japanese, who was 
thought for some hours to be Orosetti, 
being only identified by his clothes. His 
relatives came up on the afternoon train 
and he wns buried at 4 o'clock, beii.'g 
carried to the Japanese cemetery, 
where the Christian burial service was 
read, as at the other Japanese funerals, 
by their minister, Joichi Yano. 

MORE BODIES RECOVERED. 

Four more bodies were taken from No. 
(! upper workings, by way of No. 5 shaft, 
this evening. They were those of 
James Hailiday and Vincenzo Orosetti, 
and their two helpers, a Chinese and a 
Japanese. When the shift came up at 
No. 5 at: 2 o'clock this afternoon, they 
reported thnt they could see the remains 
of two men at the. top of the cave which 
barred their way last night when the 
shift: came up and work was stopped to 
put more water in No. C. They, like 
the others found, were evidently going 
towards No. (i shaft when cut olf by the 
after-damp. AH four were lying on the 
fallen timbers and debris— three on their 
faces with their arms sprawled out, and 
the other on his side with an arm and 
leg broken. They seemed to have been 
choked to death by the after-damp while 
Irving to crawl over the cave which had 
fallen before they reached it, a short 
distance from the mouth of Fleck's level, 
which enters the main level a short dis- 
tance above the drum of No. :'. incline, 
down whicli t he miners would go on the 
v. ay 16 the shaft-mop-.tb. turning some 
diFtance down at right anjrlas into No. 
1 incline, which leads to the shaft bot- 
tom, and' which is somewhat lower than 
where they wore working. Hnllidny 
was working in a stall which entered 



Fleck's level, making a crbiBOUC to 
Croselti's level. With the Chinaman 
nnd Jap they had been running towards 
the incline leading to the bottom of No. 
0, as fast they could, in the dark, Tor 
their lights would have been ex- 
tinguished when death caught them r and 
they lay dead on the top of the cave: 
They were not burned, but were almost 
unrecognisable from the effects of the 1 
great heat which followed the sealing of 
the pit's mouth and the stopping of the 
fans. Their faces were swollen and 
blackened, their clothes being the only 
sure marks by which to recognize them. 
They were taken to the morgue, on the 
main street, at S p. m., and tho proprie- 
tor of the Vendome hotel identified 
Hailiday, principally through the keys lie 
had in his iwcket. Tho Chinese was 
most difficult to identify. He had no 
queue, and for some time tho Japanese 
held that it was their countryman, while 
the Chinese claimed him as a celestial, 
which at this writing he is said to be. 
Fleck, Munro and Bardisoni, their help- 
ers and the Chinese pushers are yet jto 
be recovered. James Hailiday and Vin- 
cenzo Orosetti both leave families, tho 
former having a wife and daughter at 
Lethbridge, N. W. T, from whom he 
had received a letter not long before no 
went down to death in No. C. Crosetti 
leaves a wife and family living at Turin, 
Italy. 

RELIEF WORK. 

Mayor Cartbew and the town council 
have 'placed £250 in the hands of the 
relief committee, for use in cases of im- 
mediate want, one of which is that of 
Mrs. Sneddon and family of five, who 
are at South Wellington sick and in 
absolute want. Mayor Cartbew re- 
ceived a telegram from Mayor Hayward 
to-night, offering a home to the father- 
less children in the Protestant. Orphans' 
Home at Victoria, to which ho replied 
that he would make inquiries.

Vancouver, Feb. 20.— Captain Simon 
McKenzie, confidential agent for tho 
Croat Northern railway at Vancouver, 
has gone to Detroit, to study the big 
transfer freight steamer system on the 
Grent Lakes and report thereon, with a 
view to tho adoption of a similar system 
for the Victoria freight ferry scheme, to 
connect with the Great Northern rail- 
way, with, modifications to suit tho dif- 
ferent conditions prevailing here. 

The Detroit steam freight transfers 
are said to be the most modern and 
up-to-date in America. Further infor- 
mation was obtained from a prominent 
V. V. & E. promoter that there will be 
no delay in establishing the Victoria 
ferry system, and temporary transfers 
will be used until the new freight and 
passenger ferries are built. The ques- 
tion which now arises is, are these pas- 
irnger steamers and steam freight fer- 
ries to be built in British Columbia V 
The informant of the Colonist corres- 
pondent stated that he knew if a sub- 
sidv was granted to n moderate amount, 
the ?500,000 or !?7n0,000 which the two 
passenger and two freight ferries would 
cost would be expended in British Col- 
umbia: but no corporation would estab- 
lish an expensive plant in British Colum- 
bia to build these ships unless they re- 
ceived encouragement. 

Tt was also learned that if the C. P. R. 
did not place fast steamers on the Vic- 
toria-Vancouver run for the present, it 
is likely that the Orent Northern will 
get running powers over the S'cvoston 
branch or the C. P. It., in exchange for 
the privilege secured by the C. P. R. of 
getting their freight and passengers into 
Victoria an hour nnd a half sooner than 
under the present system. In the mean- 
time the Great Northern will extend 
their South Westminster branch to Lnd- 
ner. In connection with these matters it 
is reported that Capt. S. McKenzie is to 
be a ['pointed commodore of the Victoria 
ferry Meet. 



Loudon, Feb. 20.— It was learned by a 
representative of the Associated Prees 
that the British government to-night is 
without any further official explanation 
of Field Marshal Count von Waldorsee's 
action in planning an cxtoubivL expedi- 
tion in China. The government expects 
to receive to-morrow advices from Ber- 
lin officially setting forth tho motive far 
tho recent orders issued by the comraan- 
der-inchief of tho international forces ja. 
China. In fact, such explanation has 
been asked for, in order that the cabin- 
et at Friday's meeting muy have some 
satisfactory basis for its deliberations on 
the Chinese question. 

However, it is pretty well unofficially 
understood in Downing Street that von 
Waldersee's action was purely duo to a 
desire to "bluff" the Chinese. 

The action of the British, members of 
parliament, and especially the London 
Times, in calling it a "bluff" causes the 
greatest chagrin, and has given rise to 
the feeling that it is impossible to meet 
Chinese finesse with similar weapons. 

"The concert of the powers," said an 
official to the representative of the As- 
sociated Press, "is so unwieldly and com- 
posed of so many different sections and 
sub-sections that diplomacy is out of the 
questiou. If every move is subject to 
similar treatment as this Inst, we shall 
be driven to settle the Chinese difficulty 
by pure brute force, or not at all. 

"It does not require any great degree 
of deduction to assume that Lord Salis- 
bury, in spite of his professed ignorance 
and the inquiry at Berlin, was fairly well 
informed as to the true inwardness of 
the Count von Waldorsee's recent or- 
ders." 

Berlin, Feb. 20.— Further particulars- 
regarding the proposed fortification of 
the legations at Pekin have been cabled! 
to the National Zeitung. 

The legation quarter is between the 
Chun Ching gate, tho Tsien gate and the 
chief wall of the city. This quarter will 
be enclosed by modern fortifications, 
with a twelve-foot moat and glacis be- 
yond and protected by barbed wire. Each 
legation will he further fortified and de- 
fended by a heavy gun. Tho chief en- 
trance will be a gate in the Tartnr wall, 
defended by bastions. Tho artillery will 
command the Tartar and Imperial' cities. 
The barracks a,ro to accommodate two 
thousand men, and in a pinch, five thou- 
sand. 

The Frankfurter Zeitung says an ex- 
pedition into the interior would bo ad- 
venturous nnd calculated to open the 
eyes of the most credulous concerning 
tho danger Germany ran in a.venging the- 
murder of Baron von Ketxeler. The pa- 
per expresses distrust of Germany's 
calm treatment of the matter, saying: 
"What guarantee have wo that the gov- 
ernment which uesd the opportunity of 
the murder of two missionaries for seiz- 
ing territory of a friendly power in time 
of piece, will not find an occasion in the 
murder of a minister for further 
seizures?" 

The Lokal Anzeiger, commenting on 
the report that the United States objects 
to the expedition, says: "The United 
States is merely pursuing purposeless 
and ill-timed intrigues, which make a 
specially unpleasant impression, in view 
of the diminutive military force of the 
United States in China."

Young Czechs Break Up Another 
Lively Sitting of the 
Reichsrath. 



Vienna. Feb. 20— There was a repeti- 
tion to-day of the turbulent scenes 
marking most of the recent sittings of 
the reichsrath, which compelled the 
pros'dent to close the session. The 
trouble arose over the president's state- 
ment that be proposed to use the right 
of cer orship in regard to interpellations. 
The Czechs and " Pan-Germans simul- 
taneously attempted to make speeches in 
their respective languages. Pande- 
monium followed, and objectionable 
epithets were hurled broadcast. The 
young Czechs forced 'heir way to the 
presidential chair and bombarded "the 
president with paper balls, whereupon 
the sittings were suspended amid scenes 
of the greatest uproar. 

C. P. R. CHANGES. 

Reported Promotion of Mr. Downie to 
Kootenny Division. 

Vancouver, Feb. L0.— (Special)— Tt is 
reported thnt Willirtm Downie. assistant 
superintendent of the Pacific division of 
the C. P. R., will be placed in charge of 
the Kootenny division, including the 
boundary and Crow's Nest sections. U. 
E Bensley, formerly superintendent ui 
Knotenay, is named as his successor 
here. 



FOREST DWARFS. 

Whole Tribe Want, to Travel "Over- 
land " to London. 

London, Feb. 20.— Advices received 
here to-day from Mengo, Uganda Pro- 
tectorate, say the trouble threatened 
over the collection of taxes has been 
surmounted. The Uganda natives have 
paid in full for the current year, ap- 
proximately £00,000. A considerable 
portion was paid by the King. The 
compound surrounding the government 
headquarters at Fort Alice resembles n. 
•zoological garden, the contributions in- 
eluding five elephants, some zebras, 
chimpanzees, hogs, antelopes, porcupines, 
snakes and monkeys. 

A band of Congo forest dwarfs re- 
recently visited Sir Harry Johnston, the 
special commissioner for the Uganda 
Protectorate. They took homo such 
glowing accounts of the reception that 
the whole tribe of forest dwarfs wont to 
the border near Mongo, and refused to 
return to the forest. They insist on 
proceeding overland to greet the British 
King, and brand as false the representa- 
tions made to them that the sea environs 
Africa. 



PROHIBITION A FAILURE. 

Home Secretary Believes Temperance 
Can Better Be Secured by Other 
Methods'. 

London, Feb. 20.— In tho course of a 
debate in the House of Commons to-day, 
on a temperance amendment to the ad- 
dress in replv to the Speech from tho 
Thi-ARC, Mr. vi. T. Ritchie, secretary of 
state for 'noun affairs, sa.id the govern- 
ment fully recognized the necessity for 
reform, but ho pointed, out thnt Mr. T. P. 
Whittaker (Liberal), the mover of the 
■intendment, acknowledged that it was 
bis desire to achieve total prohibition. 
This had been tried in many town? and 
cities of the United States, a.nd in every 
instance it had been a gigantic failure. 
The proposed amendment would be com- 
prehensive and deal with habitual drunk- 
ards, the construction of licensed houses, 
the back-door service of drinks and many 
other proposals of the recent licensing 
commissions.

Another Train

London, Feb. 21.— Lord Kitchener's 
second narrow escape from capture calls 
out newspaper wnrningB as to the dan- 
ger of his rapid flittings by trajn from 
place to place. It is considered better 
for him to remain in Pretoria than to 
risk upsetting his carefully elaborated 
plan of campaign. 

As Liord Kitchener is now back in 
Pretoria, the inference is that Gen. Do- 
■wet has again escaped from the sup- 
posed cordon. 

There is no further news of Gen. 
French's pursuit of Gen. Botha. 

Statements emanate from both Pre- 
toria and Brussels that Mr. Kruger con- 
templates returning to South Afica. It 
is said that he has just written a me- 
morial of the -war which will be sent to 
the European governments and to Presi- 
dent McKinley. 

Pretoria, Feb. 20.— Reports from Lid- 
enburg say that Acting President Shall; 
burger, addressing a gathering of burgh 
ere recently, told them that he now rt 
cognized that their cause was quit 
hopeless and that a prolongation of ho- 
tilities was futile. 

Personally, he added, he would say 
that if surrender was inevitable, it was 
foolish to surrender in twos and threes 
as the proper course was to tome to a 
general agreement and surrender as a 
nation. 

Colesburg, Feb. 20. — A train was de- 
railed by the Boers near Jalbosch and 
looted by natives. Two cars were order 
ed out and the Boers tired on them, kill- 
ing two persons and wounding many. 

Capetown, Feb. 20.— The body of a na 
tive who had died of the bubonic plagiu 
has been found in a. low quarter of the 
city. Thin is taken to indicate that th 
natives are concealing such cases. 

London, Feb. 20.— A special despatch 
from Pretoria says the Boers at Klip 
River on February 16 derailed a train 
containing Gen. Kitchener's baggage. 
The train was preceded by another on 
which the commander-in-chief was a 
passenger. The armored train drove off 
the Boers, but the latter secured the con- 
tents of the train derailed. 

Salisbury, Rhodesia, Feb. 1G.— The 
publication of the Times, a local news- 
paper, has been stopped under martial 
law for having printed a criticism of 
the conduct of Lieut. -Gen. Sir Frederick 
Carrington. The High court ordered the 
restoration of its rights to the Times 
and interdicted the military authorities 
from any interference therewith beyond 
necessary censorship. The military au- 
thorities, however, disregarded the order 
of the High court and this morning the 
staff of the Times were forcibly evicted 
from their offices. 



CHINESE TRADE. 



A Huge Combine Being 
Operate in the Far 



1 'orme 
East. 



London, Feb. 20.— The Brussels cor- 
respondent of the Daily Mail describes 
a trust formed by leading financial 
houses in Europe and the United States, 
through the instrumentality of Col. 
Thys, with a view of controlling all the 
commerce of China. He says that the 
King of the Belgians is the secret pro- 
moter of this gigantic undertaking, 
which will be called the International 
Company of the Far East. 

"Belgian interests intend to play a very 
prominent part in China in the future, ' 
says the correspondent. " M. Francqni, 
former Belgian consul at Shanghai, 
leaves to-morrow for China. He h-is 
been appointed agent-general of the 
International Company at a salary of 
14,000. He. jv.il I be accompanied by 
railroad and mining engineers and other 
officials. The company has bought at 
Shanghai a large hotel, where fetes and 
receptions will be given with a view of 
enlisting the sympathy of mandarins and 
Chinese traders. 

"The construction or acquisition of 
railroads in China, as well as the con- 
trol of lines of steamers, forms part of 
the company's programme. The advo- 
cates of this great monopoly consider 
that the fact of the financiers of all 
countries being interested will form a 
valuable guarantee of peace in China." 



CHINESE GIVE IN. 

Desired to Save Two Lives But Envoys 
Refuse. 

London, Feb. 20.— Dr. Morrison, wiring 
to^the Times from Pekin yesterday, says: 
"The court has yielded and consented 
to the infliction of the punishment de- 
manded, petitioning, however, that the 
sentences ou Chao Shu Chiao and Ying 
Ninin may be strangulation instead of 
decapitation. To this the foreign envoys 
have agreed. The question, therefore, is 
virtually settled, and a raison d'etre for 
tho Tai Yuen Fu expedition ceases to 
exist." 

A detTpatch to the Reuter Telegram 
Company, from Pekiu, dated yesterday, 
says: 

"The Chinese have yieldod on the 
question of punishments, and it is an- 
nounced that the demand of the powers 
would be fully complied with. The reply 
of the court has not yet been communi- 
cated to the legations, but it is known to 
have been received by Prince Ching and 
Li Hung Chang, and it probably will be 
communicated to-morrow." 

"At their latest meet.ing(" says the 
Pekin correspondent of the Morning 
Post, wiring yesterday, "the foreign en- 
voys agreed to compromise. They pro- 
pose to permit the imperial court to com- 
mute the sentences of the decapitation in 
the cases of Prince Tuan, Duke Lan 
and Gen. Tung Fu Iltdang to life im- 
prisonment, and will agree to the fol- 
lowing punishment: Prince Chwang to 
be strangled; Yu llsiang to be decapitat- 
ed; Chao Shu Chiao and Ying Nien to 
be permitted to strangle themselves, and 
Chi Hsian and Hsu Chang Wu to bo 
beheaded. The court advancing no new 
obstacles, the negotiations on the first 
point of the demands of the powers may 
be considered closed." 

Pekin, Feb. 20. — The foreign envoys 
to-day received an unofficial communica- 
tion from the Chinese plenipotentiaries 
offering to agree to all the terms of the 
powers. 

The Chinese desired to save the lives 
of Chao Shu Chiao and Ying Nien-, but 
they were informed that the minuters 
insisted upon the forma.l demands. A 
complete surrender is expected to-raor- 
row. 

Meanwhile extensive preparations stc 
being made for tho expedition planned 
by Count von Waldersee. The Germans 
have purchased 1,800 camela for trans- 
port purposes. 

A representative of the Associated 
Press was informed by the foreign mirr- 
isters to-day tha.t they thought; the grav- 
ity of tho situation over. It was ex- 
pected, however, that difficulties would 
arise among themselves when some of 
the governments should send their in- 
demnity claims, and particularly was 
their uneasiness before the evacuation 
should take place. Other ministers re- 
sent this, saying it wiii be impossible 
for China to pay. as China has not a 
largo reserve, and the customs receipts 
go to pay dividends upon former loans, 
and that it is improbable that she could 
borrow a sum of any magnitude. 

United States Minister Conger esti- 
mates the total demands upon China at 
$400,000,000. 



NEW YORK CANALS. 

Stata Engineer Makes a Report on 
Proposed System. 

Albany, N. Y., Feb. 20. — A system of 
state canals, the boats to be run by elec- 
tricity, and to bo 150 feet long by 
feet wide, with a draft of 10 feet, and to 
travel in fleets, going from Albany to 
Buffalo in less than three days, is the 
plan presented by State Engineer Bond 
and a board of engineers to Governor 
Odell. The system is to be built for $7,- 
000,000 less than proposed by tho canal 
commission appointed by Governor 
Roosevelt. The canals will be able to 
carry 15.000,000 tons of freight a sea- 
son of seven months. For building an 
Erie barge canal on the fonto favored 
by State Engineer Bond, $40,000,000: 
for deepening tin; Oswego canal to 9 ftvi, 
$859,026; for deepening the Champlain 
canal feet, $5,472,000; total cost of 
canal improvements, $55,331,026. Theso 
are the figures in round numbers present- 
ed by State Engineer Bond to Governor 
Odell. The figures for tho Erie canal 
are $0,OOS,000 less than those of the 
commission, while tho figures for the 
Champlain canal are three times the 
amount asked for by the commission. 
The report submitted by Bond to the 
government is endorsed as to tts accur- 
acy .of cost, so far as relates to the pro- 
posed canal, by George Green of New 
York city. 



FISHERMEN'S UNION. 

A General Executive Appointed to Make 
Arrangements With Caunera. 

Vancouver, Feb. 20. — (Special) — The 
several fishermen's unions have organ- 
ized a grand lodge, with George Mouldy, 
of New Westminster, president, and E. 
A. FaJke, secretary. It has been decided 
that the executive, who are to have full 
powers of ranking arrangements with 
tin' canners, shall be composed of these 
two officers and three members' of each 
of the four unions, at Canoe Pass. New 
Westminster, North Arm and Vancou- 
ver.

THE SESSION. 

The session of the legislature, which 
■will 'bo opened to-ilny, will be unique in 
the aunnls of British Columbia, because 
it is the first to be held under a king. 
All the other provinces of Canada, with 
the exception of Manitoba, have in the 
records of their legislatures enactments 
and other proceedings done in the name 
of a king, but this province came into 
existence long after her lute Most 
Gracious Majesty ascended the throne. 
There can hardly fail to be a reference 
in the Speech to-day to the death of the 
Queen and the accession of Edward VII.. 
and this will doubtless be coupled with 
an appropriate expression of the loyalty 
of the people of this province. We an- 
ticipate that our legislature will be 
asked to follow the example of other 
legislative bodies throughout the Empire 
and lay before the foot of the throno 
a suitablo memorial dealing with this 
important event in the life of the Em- 
pire. 

The late melancholy accident at the 
Union Colliery may properly be referred 
to in a speech from the throne, for it is 
a time-honored custom to make mention 
in such documents of incidents which 
havo profoundly affected the community. 

We have already intimated that the 
government contemplates recognizing the 
patriotism of the men who volunteered 
for service in South Africa, and possibly 
the Speech may deal specifically with 
this subject. If His Honor's advisers 
ore in a position to indicute their inten- 
tiou to take up educational matters, we 
aro very sure it will meet with popular 
approval. The feeling that radic'il 
chnnges are necessary in the school law 
is very general. 

The government will be able to con- 
gratulate the house upon the generally 
prosperous condition of the province, and 
we hope that some evidence will be 
forthcoming of successful efforts to ad- 
vance the interests of agriculture, and 
wo shall expect to hear an intimation 
that the settlement cf the farrainij dis- 
tricts has received the consideration of 
the government during the recess. 

Several subjects have been dealt with 
'by commissions since the last session, 
and the Speech may naturally be ex- 
pected to refer to them, as well as to the 
visit of the Premier and Attorney-Gen- 
eral to Ottawa, although on the latter 
point it is not easy to see how His 
Honor can be expected to say very 
much. In British Columbia ministerial 
delegations to Ottawa are somewhat of 
a rarity. In the other provinces tu'ey 
aro mure frequent, and they are not as 
a rule mentioned in the Speeches with 
which the sessions are opened. Mr. 
r>?;nsmuir's visit to the Capital has been 
so much talked about that we may 
assume he will promise to lay before the 
house at some convenient time during 
the session as full a report of what he 
did, as expediency will justify. It is to 
be remembered that it is rarely wine to 
make public negotiations' that are not 
concluded. 

Mining is so important an industry in 
this province that the session can hardly 
pass without its receiving attention, and 
we shall expect the Speech to indicate 
as much, as well as to give an ex- 
planation of the postponement of the 
mining commission provided for at the 
last session. 

The chief interest attaching to the 
Speech will be because of what is likely 
to bo said on railway matters. As three 
great transportation enterprises hav 
occupied the attention of the people of 
the province during the year— namely, 
the Coast-Kootenay line, tha Vancouver 
Island line, and the line through North- 
ern British Columbia towards tiie 
Yukon — we expect that the government, 
in its well-known desire 'o open the 
provineo to development, will promise 
measures with the object of promoting 
the railways in question. Other matters 
will doubtless be mentioned, but these 
are what occur to us ns most likely to 
.be taken up in the Speech which the 
Lieutenant-Governor will deliver to-day. 



THE VANCOUVER ELECTION. 

The election of Mr. Garden in Van- 
couver calls for some comment. 'A no 
government did not put up a candidate, 
preferring to leave the whole matter in 
the hands of the people of the Terminal 
City without any outside interference. 
The result was that two candidates 
offered, both of whom occupied a quasi- 
independent position, but of the two .Mr. 
Garden may be properly regarded as th«s 
more friendly to Mr. Dusmulr's admin- 
istration. It would net be correct under 
such circumstances to speak of the 
result as a govevment victory, but it un- 
doubtedly strengthens the position of the 
government before the country. Mr. 
Garden supported Mr. Dunsmuir during 
the last session, and Mr. Macpherson 
was understood to have the sympathy of 
those members who were in opposition, 
and as the former is the choice of the 
Vancouver electors by a large majority, 
it may be accepted that the people of 
Vancouver are not dissatisfied with the 
present government. 

The result of the election has one very 
important element. It was only a very 
short time ago that Mr. Garden, when 
running as a Conservative candidate for 
the nouse of Commons, wns defeated by 
his Libera] opponent. Now, running 
for the local house against a pronounced 
Liberal, he has been successful. This 
seems to us to show very clearly that 
the electors of Vancouver do not look 
upon provincial politics as proper to bo 
mixed up with federal issues. 

Another feature of the contest, which 
possesses considerable importance, is 
that Mr. Macpherson has during his 
legislative career been very prominently 
identified with extreme ideas in regard 
to matters affecting even indirectly the 
relations of workingmen to the public. 
He has been an extremist and not al- 
ways wholly reasonable in his views or 
in the manner of expressing them. Tne 
electors of Vancouver, in declining to 
send him back to the Houso, must be 
taken to moan that they have had 
enough of experimental legislation. If 
there was a man in the last House who 
could be considered ns peculiarly repre- 
sentative of legislative vagaries, it was 
Mr. Macpherson, who combined with his 
extreme ideas on such subjects a great 
deal of ability and forecfulness of 
speech. If the people of Vancouver 
wanted that sort of thing, there is no 
man in the province better qualified to 
fill the bill than Mr. Macpherson, and 
that he failed of election against a can- 
didate handicapped by a recent defeat 
is, we think, very significant of their 
temper on this subject. 

We think that Mr. Garden will prove 
a more useful member of the House 
than his opnonent, and hence, while we 
have no right to claim Mr. Garden':; 
election as peculiarly a government vic- 
tory, we can properly say that, as it is 
Mr. Dunsmuir's desire to carry on the 
affairs ot the province on business lines, 
the choice of the people of Vancouver 
will contribute to strengthen his hands. 



RAILWAYS IN CANADA. 

Yesterday we spoke of whnt the Do- 
minion had done in the way of cash ex- 
penditures to promote railway construc- 
tion in the Dominion, but this by no 
means limits the aid contributed by Par- 
liament. Land subsidies have been giv- 
en liberally. In all 39,725,8:10 acres 
have been granted by the Dominion in 
aid of railways, the mileage, not includ- 
ing the Canadian Pacific main line, be- 
ing 2,937.21 miles. In this the land 
irrant to the Esquimau & Nanaimo rail- 
way is not included, although strictly 
speaking it ought to be. It is omitted 
doubtless because the. land in that case 
was originally a part of the provincial 
domain, and was transferred to the Do- 
minion for the specific purpose of wcur- 
ing the construction of the lino on the 
Island. All the land grants embraced 
in the above total are to railways in 
Manitoba and the Northwest Territories. 
The gram per mile, except in the cn6e 
of the Canadian Pacific main line, and 
one portion of the Canadian Northern, 
has been 0,400 acres. No rate per mile 
was specified in the cn.se of the Canadian 
Pacific main line, and on section B of 
the Canadian Northern the acreage per 
mile was 12,800 acres. Following are 
the several land subsidies:

Aid has also been given by the Domin- 
ion to certain railways, chiefly- in the 
Maritime Provinces, by gifts or loans of 
old rails. The value of the rails given 
outright is $152,305.20, and of the rails 
loaned, ?89,229.3S. Cash loans amount- 
ing to §74S,025 have been made, 
Which is somewhat less than wa« author- 
ized by parliament. We think the above 
embrace what has been done by the Do- 
minion to promote railway construction, 
in addition to the direct cash expendi- 
tures, subsidies and bonuses mentioned 
in yesterday's article. It makes a very 
formidable showing, and we think can 
be justly claimed to havo done more 
than anything els;> to promote the de- 
rclopment and prosperity of the coun- 
try. 

It is not very easy to distribute the 
subsidies between the several provinces, 
so as to cast much light upon the ques- 
tion. Some of the subsidised lines are 
in more than one province, and some of I 
those that are altogether in one prov- 
ince are reaJly works for the benefit of 
more than one. The annual subsidy to 
that part of the Canadian Pacific 
which crosses the state of -Maine, al- 
though for a failw'ny in a, foreign coun- 
try, is rcnlly for the benefit of the whole

inecs, notably Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick, have participated so direct- 
ly in the expenditure for the Intercolon- 
ial that any comparison based on subsi- 
dies nlone would be misleading. Prince 
Edward's Island is not charged with any 
subsidies for the reason that all the rail- 
way in that province is owned by tho 
government. In tho case of Ontario it 
is to bo remembered that the greater 
part of tho immense expenditure for 
canais has been in that province. Mani- 
toba is in a class by itself. These con- 
siderations show how erroneous it is 
to discuss the railway question wholly 
from a local point of view, or to attempt 
to decide the merits of any claim by in- 
ference to what has already been done 
in any province. Railway construction 
must necessarily be in one province in 
most caties, but under any wise system it 
will be for the benefit of the whole 
country. Nevertheless, as some people 
may be interested to know how the 
subsidies granted by the Dominion have 
been divided between the provinces, we 
give the following an an approximation. 
It is subject to correction, to some ox- 
tent, but is substantially accurate:

The Canadian Pacific subsidy is not in- 
cluded in these figures, neither is the 
subsidy to the Mackenzie & Mann lines 
in Western Ontario, Manitoba and the 
Northwest. 

We are without sulllcient data to give 
any definite idea of whn.t the several 
provinces have done since Confedera- 
tion in aid of railways, or what has been 
done by the municipalities. Assintance 
has been given in land, cash guarantees, 
Mid in some cases by way of subscrip- 
tions to stock. In the aggregate they 
amount to a very large sum. We men- 
tion tills aid only that it may not be 
overlooked by any one who may follow 
what is said in these articles oti rail- 
ways in Canada.

Inter-Island Telephone — Instructions 
have been issued by the Dominion de- 
partment of public works to commence 
work at once on the institutiio of tlie 
telephone and cable connection between 
Salt Spring and Vancouver islands. Die 
line will start from Edward Leo's store, 
between Ganges Harbor and Burgoync 
Bay; it will extend thence to jjurgoylie 
Bay, across the bay by cable, and thence 
along the road via Maple Bay to Duncan 
station, on the E. & N. raitwny. The 
distance from Lee's store io Hurgoyne 
Bay is two miles, and across the oar 
rows three-quarters of a mile. At this 
point there are 122 fathoms of water, 
and the wind or tidal currents would 
not affect the cable at that depth. The 
distance from the Vancouver Island 
shore is between seven and eight miles, 
so that the entire distance of eommuii; 
cation, including tho cable, would not 
be more than ten' miles. It is proiiable 
that the lino will be ready in April. 
Several years ago the settlers built a 
telephone line between Vesuvius and 
Burgoyne bavs, a distance of about nine 
miles. The system already in operation 
there has three central stations. With 
the completion of • the projected line, 
there will be communication directly be- 
tween Vesuvius Bay and Duncan, and 
thence to Victoria.

Fraser Valley Delegates Secure 
the Co-Operation of the 
Board of Trade. 



They Interview Members of the 
Government and Express 
Their Satisfaction. 



The Fraser Valley railway delegates 
met a committee of the council of the 
British Columbia Board of Trade yester- 
day morning, according to appointment, 
to explain the objects of their visit to 
the Capital and to ash the board to co- 
operate with them in uigi&£ the govern- 
ment to grant the prayer oi their peti- 
tion. 

The membere of the council of the 
board of trade present were: Messrs. L. 
G. McQuudcj vice-president, in the chuir; 
J. A. Mara, J. G. Cox, 11. J. Scott, T. 
AY*, Patterson, C. H. bugrin, A. B. Era- 
ser, G. A. Kirk, Lindley Crease and P 
JShforthy, secretary. After formal intro- 
ductions and a few words of welcome 
from the chairman, Mr. Thrift, secretary 
of the British Columbia Settlers' As- 
aocintiou, read the following petition to 
the provincial government: 

The petition of the undersigned re- 
spectfully sheweth: 

Your petitioners are residents and set- 
tiers in the agricultural districts south 
of the Fraser river, comprising the muni- 
cipalities of Delta, Surrey, Langley, Mat- 
Bqui, Sumats aud Chilliwack. 

That railway connection between the 
above-named districts and the Coast 
cities of Westminster, Vancouver and 
Victoria, and as soon as possible the 
mining districts of Kootenay, is most 
urgently required, together with a rail- 
way and tralllc bridge over the Fraser 
river at New Westminster. 

Tnat your petitioners believe the imnie- 
diale construction of this railway, to run 
east at least as far as Chilliwack and 
the bridge, is a matter of paramount im- 
portance, not oniy to the districts and 
cities, but also to the province at large. 

That the section of country between 
the coast and the mountains south of 
the river, is the largest tract of agricul- 
tural land availa.ble for settlement, in 
one block, iu the province, and yet large- 
ly owing to the lack of railway com- 
munication with the markets of the 
province, a very large proportion of 
these lands are lying waste and unpro- 
ductive, while immense quantities of ag- 
ricultural produce are imported from for- 
eign and outside sources, to the value of 
several millions of dollars annually. 

That the construction of this very im- 
portant work will not only open up a.nd 
develop the section of country traversed 
by it, and thus iu a measure prevent the 
constant drain upon the resources of the 
province, but will also cause a great in- 
flux of population, and be the means of 
establishing local industries, such as 
saw, shingle and pulp mills, thus utiliz- 
ing our extensive natural resources, 
which hitherto have been destroyed in 
the process of clearing the land. 

Your petitioners believe, in view of the 
importance of this work, and its value to 
the future interests of the province, 
that no charter should be granted to 
any company giving them exclusive con- 
trol of the railway and particularly of 
the bridge. 

Your petitioners respectfully request 
the work nay be undertaken and con- 
structed anil either operated by the gov- 
ernment, or under strict government 
control, as to passenger and traffic rates 
and charges, in the interest and for the 
benefit of the province at large. 

And as in duty bound your petitioners 
will ever pray. 

Mr. Thrift then entered upon a lurid 
and businesslike explanation of the ob- 
ject and desires of the delegation, and 
proceeded to outline the conditions exist- 
ing in the Fraser River valley. The ab- 
solute need of railway communication be- 
tween the rich agricultural lands of the 
lower Fraser and the Coast pities— Vic- 
toria, New Westminster and Vancouver 
— the natural and most convenient mar- 
kets for the products of those fertile dis- 
tricts, was becoming every day more aj>- 
parent. The petition which he had just 
read embodied the hones and desires of 
the whole agricultural population and 
had been prepared, after careful consid 
oration of the necessities of thn people 
n.t a convention composed of represent a 
tives from every municipality interested 
with the sole exception of Victoria 
which for some reason best known to it- 
self, did not send delegates. They felt 
that it was their right to ask from th 
government a recognition of theii claim 
for railway connection, and that it vvns 
the duty of the government to give their 
reasonable request the most attentive 
consideration, and provide a remedy at 
the earliest possible moment. They 
hopod that the British Columbia Board 
of Trade would lend them its powerful 
aid and influence in securing their right 
particularly as a railway from the Coast 
to Chilliwack would throw open a large 
and important area to Victoria's trade. 
They spoke altogether from the stand 
point of agriculturalists, a.nd they would 
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bo satisfied with a road aa far as Chilli- 
wack; they left it to those whose inter- 
ests lay beyond to agitate for the con- 
tinuation of that road to the Kootennys. 
Mr. Thrift pointed out that the area of 
productive agricultural lauds which the 
proposed railway, would eervo was ap- 
proximately 10 miles by Ga miles in ex- 
tent, within the municipalities represoi.t- 
ed, containing over .'150,000 acres of fer- 
tile lauds, with further east an addition- 
al 30 mile belt, which was not included 
in any municipality. There was no 
doubt at all that if the railway were 
built all this large a.rea would soon be 
occupied by prosperous settlers, and the 
many abandoned farms would again 
find "occupants. 

He dwelt upon the great importance of 
the development of this land to the gen- 
eral welfare of the province, and drew 
attention to the pitiful state of affairs 
when, with thousands of acres of mag- 
nificent lauds within en.sy reach, the peo- 
ple were sending hundreds of thousands 
of dollars away annually for agricultural 
products which could be grown in pro- 
fusion, and of the finest quality at home. 

Mr. Lugrin asked the speaker to ex- 
plain how thoso farms came to be aban- 
doned. 

Mr. Thrift said that fifteen years ago 
many settlers in the Fraser valley bor- 
rowed money on their holdings to " prove 
nil " and pay for the land, being pressed 
to do so by the officials of the Dominion. 
They bad no roads by which to take 
their produce to market, and were 
obliged to borrow from the loan com- 
panies. Their disabilities continuing, no 
transportation facilities being "provided, 
when the loans fell due they had no 
money, consequently they left theii 
farms and went to the new towns spring- 
ing up, where work was plentiful, and 
the hinds fell into disuse. lie concluded 
b.v again urging the justice of the 
settlers' request, and the hope that the 
board would lend its assistance- iu 
placing their claim before the govern- 
ment, and prosecuting it to a successful 
issue. 

Mr. Hill-Tout. president of the 
Settlers' Association, said lie could add 
nothing to what Mr. Thrift had said. 
He would like to emnbosize the po'nt, 
however, that the settlers wanted a rail- 
way clear through to Chilliwack. A roail 
terminating at Cloverdale would serve 
but a small portion of the agricultural 
area, and would prove a positive injury 
to the central portion of the valley, 
which would still be without a road to 
market. 

Alderman Fraser of Vancouver, speak- 
ing for that city, said he was heartily 
in accord with the objects of the delega- 
tion. Vancouver was greatly interested 
in securing a bridge across the Fraser at 
New Westminster. 'With that bridge 
Vancouver would g''t the produce of the 
Fraser valley direct, instead of the 
settlers having to pay large freight and 
wharfage charges at New Westminster, 
an;' dra.vage and tram freight thence to 
Vancouver. Ho had seen large quinti- 
ties of fruit wasted in Surrey because 
there was no means of getting it to 
market. Vancouver felt that, aside 
from the advantages which the bridge 
ai d railway would afford to the farmers, 
they would increase trade greatly in all 
lines. 

Mr. Well*, reeve of Chilliwack, told 
how farmers are handicapped by the 
present freight rates, and the want of 
roads to get their produce to the rai!- 
wny or river. The rate is now $-1 a ton 
to Victoria, which is next to prohibitive. 
He told of a shipment of hay which he 
had made to Kootenay. It cost him $- 
a ton to haul it to the railway, $12 a ton 
freight, and all he got for it was S-l a 
ton. Ho lived in a favored district— 
thoso further back were worse off. It 
'•est a man §5 expenses aud two days' 
time to take his goods to market at New 
Westminster. He would strongly urg«' 
an arrangement by which the railway, 
when built, would set apart one day in 
the week as market day. anil run special 
trains at special rates for the accommo- 
dation of farmers. That was being done 
in nther countries with success. He fur- 
ther pointed out that the building of 
thi> railway asked for would stop trade 
going to the States, to the injury of the 
province. 

A resolution, proposed by Mr. Lindley 
Crease, was then adopted, that a depu- 
tation of the council of the board nf 
trado accompany the delegates to wait 
upon the government. 

All the members of the board present 
volunteered to accompany the delegates, 
and the meeting adjourned to the parlia- 
ment buildings, , 
INTERVIEW WITH GOVERNMENT 

On arrival at the parliament buildings, 
the joint delegation was received by Pre- 
mier Dunsmuir and lion Messrs. 
Eberts, Turner. ' rentice, McBride and 
Wells. Mr. Hill-Tout ami Mr. Thrift 
explained the objoet and dei ire of the 
delegation, and they were followed by 
Messrs. Wells, Frr-ser ami others of the 
delegates, who endorsed and emphasized 
their remarks. 

Mr. McQtiade, speaking for the board 
of trade, said the hoard was prepared to 
give the people of the Fraser valley its 
moral support in aiding them to secure 
improved transportation facilities, and 
commended their petition to the favor- 
able consideration ol the executive. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir expressed his 
pleasure at meeting such a representative 
delegation from the agricultural dis- 
triets of the Fraser, and assured tbeil) 
that lie and his colleagues were much 
interested in the petition and the argu- 
ments advanced iu its support. lie fur- 
ther assured them that the government 
would do all in its power to meet their 
views, and that it was the desire of the 
executive to afford to the Fraser river 
valley, as to all other portions of the 
province, the best transportation facili 
ties possible. The petition would, he 
declared, receive the earnest considera- 
tion of the government. 

The delegation then retired, express- 
ing gratification at the result of the 
interview, -jaA-Sfc

The way the boys appeared to enjoy 
themselves was a good criterion of the 
success attending the efforts of the enter- 
tauiers. 

When the- Charmer was due to arrive, 
the whole detachment was on the wharf 
awaiting her, as it was known that Capt. 

He was well 
remembered by the men, as he was for a 
time in command of "A" Company at 
the front. When the vessel docked nnd 
the captain stepped down tbe gang- 
plank, the mutual recognition and warm, 
welcome words were nu'ist hearty. The 
hoys in khaki had a warm place in their 
hearts for the officer who had worn the 
khaki with them. 

The Drinrd hotel, the temporary head- 
quarters of the returned South Africans, 
was a lively spot all through the day 
and evening, as it was a rendezvous for 
the boys and all who wished to see 
them. 

The detachment was invited specially 
by the promoters of the football smoker 
in Sir William Wallace hall last even- 
ing to attend— an invitation which was 
generally accepted. 

Private H. P. Hicks, of the first con- 
tingent, who arrived from Kamloops to, 
take part in the ceremony to-day, wns 
warmly welcomed by his comrades-in- 
arms. News wis received that Private 
C. M. Roberts, also of the first contin- 
gent and a member of the Fifth Regi- 
ment, C. A., will arrive this evening, 
though it is regretted that he will not 
reach here in time for the opening, lie 
is just returning from the East. 

The programme for this afternoon 
leaves little spare time on the hands of 
the visitors, for the official event for 
which they have gathered— the opening 
of the legislature— is to be followed by a 
reception in the Drill Hall, tendered by 
the ladies of Victoria. The conversa- 
zione—for that is the nature of the enter- 
tainment — will be entirely free to all 
who wear uniform, whether khaki or 
not. The following, published at the 
request of Mrs. Georgina Kent, honorary 
secretary of the ladies' committee, ex- 
plains itself:

"It is our duty as well as privilege to 
extend the right ha. id of fellowship to 
them, to let them feel that they have 
our fullest sympathy for the service they 
have rendered their country; that it 
was by their courage that our safety 
was made possible, and that no trouble 
we can take for them will ever wipe out 
the debt of gratitude we owe them. 
Therefore, if yon cannot come, send a 
eake, but we should be better pleased to 
sen both."

The grand final entertainment in' honor 
of the " boys in khaki " will be held in 
the Assembly hall this evening, where a 
dinner and smoker has been arranged 
lor by the patriotic committee.

Child Dead and Mother and Father in 
Precarious Condition. 

Mr. and Mrs. Charles BatA nnd their 
little five-year-old son wore found iu a 
room at their residence, 04 North Park 
street, yesterday afternoon about ii 
o'clock, in an unconscious state; in fact, 
when 'rrst discovered by others living m 
the sa ne house, it was not certain that 
the child was not already dead. At any 
rate, ho died very shortly afterwards, 
and the physicians have very little hope 
for the recovery of the parents. In the 
room in which they were found was a 
little coal stove, without a stove-pipe 
attached. In it was a lot of burned 
coke. It has been the habit of the 
family to heat the room by filling this 
stove with hot coals, and it is presume I 
that it was the gas from this that caused 
the asphyxiation of the' family. 

The Bates family lived in the room m 
which they were found, having rented 
the other rooms They were heard 
groaning by n nurse who \v is attending 
a patient in the house; and she calling a 
neighbor, the two went in and found tin 
mother, father and child lying in bed. 
The child was then near death, if not 
already dead, and the father and mother 
were little better. The police were sent 
for, and they in turn notified Cormier 
Hart, who ordered the removal of the 
child's body to the morfnte. Mr. and 
Mrs. Bates were sent to the Jubilee hos- 
pitai. They were still unconscious last 
night. 

Bates is a fireman on the steamer 
Danube. 

The imiuest on the child will be held 
on Friday.

WEEKLY WEATHER SYNOPSIS. 

Meteorological Office. 

Victoria, Feb. 13 to 10. 

The week commenced on the 13th with a 
low barometer area oyer the province, 
while to the southward an area of high 
barometric pressure covered the greater 
part of the American Pacific States, and 
extended In a northeasterly direction over 
the Territories and Manitoba. On tile 14th 
the high pressure moved up from the ad- 
joining States over British Columbia, the 
low passing eastward to Alberta. Ir^ the 
passage of this storm area heavy rainfall 
fell on the Lower Mainland. On the same 
evening a fresh storm a»nenred off the 
Washington Coast, which rapidly develop- 
ed during the next twenty-four hours, be- 
coming central In Cariboo, and causing on 
Friday night a moderate westerly ga'c, 
for which storm signals were displayed at 
Victoria. On Saturday the barometer rose 
again .slightly, over Vancouver Island, but 
still remaining low over the province; cen- 
tres of storm areas traversing the North- 
west Provinces. During Sunday and Mon- 
day threatening low barometric disturb- 
ances on the Const kept the weather un- 
set lie, I and snow fell Iu the Freser vallef. 
(in Monday an Important area of high baro- 
meter, reaching 31 Inches at Edmonton, de- 
veloped In the Northwest: this area by 
evening had vastly Increased Its limits, 
and extended from die Pacific to the east- 
ern borders of Manitoba and filling un 
also over the Paellle Coast States, the 
barometer at the same time remaining low 
on the California Const. On Tuesday a 
fresh storm area centred on the Oregon 
Coast, and this movement combined with 
the presence of a high barometer and zero 
temperature in Cariboo, caused snowfall 
over ibis Western part of the province. 
The weather during the whole week has 
been very disturbed -"d unsettled: rain 
or snow has fallen every dnv In this Coait 
district, and It has been cold and raw. In 
the Northwest and Manitoba extreme cold 
has been general, the temperature falling 
far below zero. 

At Victoria only 35 hours and 21 minutes 
of bright sunshine were recorded, three 
days being altogether clouded. The pre- 
cipitation. InchulI.iS 1.20 Inches of snow, 
was 1,38 Inches: highest temperature, 48.5, 
occurred on the 13th and 14th; lowest, 33, 
on 10th. 

New Westminster reports precipitation 
(Including snowfall! 2.7." Inches: highest 
temperature. 40, on loth and 10th; lowest, 
20 on lflth, 

Kn m loops reports precipitation .01 Inch: 
highest temperature 40, on 13(h; lowest. 20, 
on 10th. 

T'.Mi-Vcrvllle reports precipitation .40 Inch: 
highest temperature 40. on 13th; lowest, 
14 below zero, on 18th. 



As previously announced by the Colon- 
ist, the disbaudmout of "A" company, 
3rd 11. O. K., has been decided upon— 
tho breaking up of the establishment 
which, has for the past ton months been 
maintained at the liospital Boiut bar 
racks. The boys in scarlet coats, with 
initials of the third regular regiment of 
Canadian military on the collar, will be 
withdrawn. Tho couijummatiou of the 
disbaudment will largely depend on cir- 
cumstance*. For instance, a large num- 
ber of the men have applied for, and will 
no doubt he accepted, for service iu Ba- 
den-Powell's constabulary. Tho retailt of 
that movement will be known after the 
work o£ eni'stmc-nt is completed at the 
Drill Llall to-day. It is more than like- 
ly that the men who have but recently 
passed a similar and equally strict ex- 
amination, will be accepted with very 
few exceptions. They are all line, strong 
men, and are in the betft. condition. 

Then, to revert to the disbaudment, it 
lias been ruled by the department at Ot- 
tawa that any applying for their 
discharge now or at any time before the 
term of their enlistment expires, ahull 
be granted tree and. honorable discharge 
at once, the same as if they had served 
the full term of their enlistment, which 
expires iu about two, months, for the 
first batch of those recruited.. Already 
several of the men have applied for and 
received their discharges, and almost all 
of those who have not applied for tho 
South African service will very likely 
osk ''or their discharge at once. Sergt. 
Graham and Ptes. Roskramp and "Wild- 
ers, of Victoria; Ptes. Forbes, Osborne 
and Woite, nnd Bugler Cooksby, of Van-i 
eouver; 1'tes, Rmsel and Simpson, of 
New Westminster; Pte. McCullum, of 
Nelson, and Pto. Trow, of Kamloops, are 
the men who have so far availed them- 
selves of the privilege of leaving the ser- 
vice honorably ait once. 

Should tho same course be followed by 
the others remaining, it would practical- 
ly constitute disbaudment, as there will 
be no recruiting of the company here. 
Those olllcers and non-coms, who desire 
to continue in the service will be sent 
to Halifax, and the company recruited 
in Eastern Canada. 

Under ordinary eircum«t r, .cces the dis- 
bandment of the company would not be 
an accomplished fact until some time in 
April, the date which marks a yea,r from 
the time the men enlisted.

lished. One ar two complaints are made, 
the first being that the men are turned 
off practically pennUess, and the other, 
that they are not even furnished trans- 
portation to Vancouver, while they have 
also to provide civilian clothing without 
visible means to do so. 

Col. McKay scates that it is only fair 
to him to say that he has taken up with 
tho authorities at Ottawa, oven to the 
matter of furnishing the men with a 
grant to buy civilian clothes, and that he 
is sure the department will agree with 
him in the desirability of making the 
grant of $15 per man, which was his re- 
commendation for the purpose. Ftegaid- 
ing the sending of men away ponnilcMs, 
the Colonel says that he told every man 
that he had applied to Ottawa for trans- 
portation for them, nnd that as soon as 
a reply was received, there would be no 
doubt of their getting it. More than 
that, not a nun has his discharge from 
the force who lias not been handed $3, 
which is the amount of the fare to the 
Mainland. Thet--e statements of the Col- 
onel dispose of every definite statement 
mflide against him in connection with the 
matter. There is also no doubt that the 
authorship of the letters referred to has 
been correctly attributed to a very dis- 
credited source of information, and that 
the militia, rules regarding such action 
on the part of enlisted men ns writing 
letters to the press, criticizing matters in 
the service, has been transgressed. That 
is all the incident is worth.
